Majority” could hardly be disputed 
over the noise. 
“You’ve come a long way, baby,” 
on the front of a T-shirt became “W’e 
haven’t come nearly far enough and 


don’t call me baby!” on the back. 
“A Woman’s Place is in the House 
and Senate” offered a place to go. 
“Keep Your Laws Off My Body” 
suggested something possibly in­ 
teresting to do. 
“Exercise Your Right” read a T- 
shirt front above a graphic of a 
muscle-woman lifting some barbells. 
And in a way contradicted “Men of 
Quality Are Not Threatened by 
Women of Equality.” 
Not short but to the point was 
“Whatever women do they must do 
twice as well as men to be thought half 
as good. Luckily, this is not difficult.” 
“ It s not kosher to be a male 
chauvinist pig” mixed metaphors. 
W herever she was going, one 
woman hadn t forgotten whence she 
came. 
Her “Holmdel” button honored a 
high school in New Jersey.

Women’s Conference in Houston, liberation, homosexuality and abortion aren t 
the top priorities. Anthropologist Margaret Mead says ifs time for women to 
protest nuclear proliferation — and support the men who have to make the 
decisions on world security. Says she, “We must stop the arms race and we must 
stop the proliferation of nuclear power. We must stop ourselves being the m er­ 
chants of death ... This is the first time there is a genuine chance for women.” 
And she adds, “ I think men are all right. What we need to do is give our support to 
those making crucial decisions. Men never act completely without women.” 


NEW CRUSADES: The Vietnam war is over, but the Rev. Daniel Berrigan — 
once jailed for his anti-war activism — hasn’t run out of causes. Berrigan did his 
time at the U.S. penitentiary at Marion, 111. — which he calls “unfit for human 
habitation” — and he’s gunning for the prison system itself now. He told students 
at Illinois State University prisons “should be done away with” — that “a violent 
society, which is capable of the rape and murder of Vietnam, is also capable of 
raising the type of prisons that you have at Marion.” 
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'I hope this will settle forever the question of 
women’s intuition versus logic!"

Hair spray rids ink stains

Or petroleum jelly may be 
rubbed into such stains and then wash in hot 
detergent suds. This is also very good for removing 
lipstick stains.

“Babys, Beatles & Tull” 
Last weekend, metroplex music fanatics 
had their hands full as the British invaded 
once again. The ex trav ag an za began 
Thursday 
night 
with 
Jethro 
Tull 
at 
Memorial 
Auditorium. 
Tull, 
like 
their 
English counterparts, Yes and ELP, cut 
down on stage theatrics and instead focused 
their attention on a quality musical per­ 
formance. This could be seen through lead 
singer 
Ian 
A nderson’s 
appearance. 
Anderson’s hair was trimmed shorter and 
his attire was a little less zany than has been 
seen in previous Dallas concerts. 
The show opened with ‘‘Skating Away”, a 
soft acoustical song from ‘‘War Child ”. The 
next tune, ‘‘Thick As A Brick” (a near 
classic), was followed by a few cuts from 
Tull’s latest album, ‘‘Songs From The 
Wood.” The first set ended with an in­ 
strumental version of ‘‘Living In The Past” 
in which Anderson demonstrated his ex­ 
cellent flautist abilities. The second half of 
the show was highlighted by ‘‘Aqualung”, a 
number that has become Jethro Tull’s 
theme song. Other fine tunes included in the 
set were ‘‘Too Old To Rock 'N ’ Roll: Too 
Young To D ie!” and Crossed Eyed Mary.” 
A near capacity crowd sparked two encores 
before the five musicians journeyed off the 
stage for good, following 
“ Locomotive 
Breath.” The band left Dallas once again in 
high fashion following a typically im­ 
pressive show that has always been ex­ 
pected of Jethro Tull.

The following night, next door at the 
Dallas convention center theater, Stone City 
Attractions in conjunction with FM 102 
presented the Babys. For an admission fee 
of $1.02, concert goers were entertained by 
this young British group who proved they 
have the ingredients to become a fine band. 
Two noticeably excellent songs, “ Give Me 
Your Love” and “Silver D ream s,” rein­ 
forced their 
ambitions 
Budget-fighters 
looking for quality music entertainm ent 
may want to consult FM 102 for their next 
“ Rising S tar” concert. The low admission 
price and the expected talent is worth 
looking into.

Finally, on Saturday and Sunday, the long 
aw aited B eatles’ movie “ Away With 
W ords” m oved into SMU’s M cFarlin 
Auditorium. To say the least, the production 
was largely overrated. F a st moving 
glimpses of pictures were tossed in and out 
of view by some twenty-odd still projectors, 
leaving the screen looking like an ever­ 
changing collage. The movie unsuccessfully 
attempted to show how the Beatles evolved 
into being the most influential body in the 
history of contem porary rock music. 
Unfortunately, instead of focusing more on 
the musicians, “Away With W ords” con­ 
centrated on politics, drugs and sex. 
“Love You Live” 
For a group that has made some of the 
greatest contributions to rock music, the 
Rolling Stones have been rath er quiet 
around the music scene lately. “ Black and 
Blue,” 
the 
Stones’ 
last 
studio 
album 
released nearly two years ago, sold well 
commercially, but unlike their previous 
LP’s, it was soon forgotten. Their latest 
work “ Love You Live,” adds a new spark 
into what many have referred to as the “Old 
Stones” . The two-record set consists of live 
recordings in Paris and more recently in 
Toronto. “ Love You Live” m arks a new 
revitalized band exerting more energy into 
their music and bringing back the faded 
glories of R&B.

The first two sides (both recorded in 
Paris) 
exhibit 
a 
faster 
moving, 
less 
meticulous style of music than the Stones 
were 
once 
known 
for 
“ Honky 
Tonk 
Women,” “ Hot Stuff,” “Star S tar” and 
“Tumbling Dice” are at home here, but 
unfortunately “ Get Off Of My Cloud” and 
“You Can’t Always Get What Y’ou Want” 
are mistakably out of place. Side three, 
recorded in Toronto’s El Mocambo Tavern, 
is a grand return of R&B played nearly 
faultlessly. The best song is a Chuck Berry 
tune entitled “ Around And Around” in 
which the Stones seemed to have found 
themselves at home inside the little smoky 


club. The last track, filled with four of the 
Rolling Stones biggest hits, is by far the 
best. “ Its Only Rock’n Roll,” “ Brown 
S u g a r.” “ Jum ping Ja c k F la sh ,” and 
“ Sympathy For The Devil” are presented 
with the same high intensity as encores at 
the end of a concert. Keith Richards and 
Ron Wood’s guitar playing fell none short of 
excellent, and the rest of the band blended in 
to produce good live music that can stand up 
to the best of any live recordings. 
“ Love You Live,” like “ Wings Over 
A m erica,” is an expensive album worth 
every cent, but because of its price the 
album will probably not sell in huge 
quantities. However if “ Frampton Live” 
can outsell the Beatles and Wings Live 
combined, anything is possible.

“.38 Special” 
.38 Special has recently released their 
debut album. The LP entitled “ 38 Special” 
is one of the finest debut albums on the 
m arket. The band is greatly influenced by 
Lynyrd Skynyrd, as were many other ex­ 
cellent bands from the south, in the past few 
years. .38 Special’s influence is mainly 
because their lead singer Donnie Van Zant is 
the brother of Lynyrd Skynyrd’s lead singer 
Ronnie Van Zant. .38 Special reflects two 
things from L.S 
the excellent vocals 
delivered by Van Zant and the three hard 
driving lead guitarists. The album includes 
extrem ely clear and distinct harmonies on 
all of the arrangem ents. Six very talented 
m usicians are the backbone of this fine 
southern group, who have been performing 
together for two or three years in Alabama 
nightclubs. The alb u m ’s arran g em en ts 
include a lot of ballad and blues influence, 
also probably from Lynyrd Skynyrd. .38 
Special is definitely a band headed in the 
right direction. (B +). 
“Point of Know Return” 
Since 1972 Kansas has released five 
albums. Their most recent—“ Point of Know 
R eturn”—is not a lot different from the two 
million copy-selling album before it “ Left- 
overt ure” . Kansas’ latter two albums sound 
as though they were a combination of 
American rock and the British invasion. The 
LP’s tunes also follow in the footsteps of 
Aerosmith and the group 
Boston, 
all 
seemingly heavily influenced by British 
rockers such as Queen and Yes but mainly 
by the trio of Emerson, Lake and Palmer. 
Although Kansas’ latest two LP’s are 
definitely an improvement over their first 
three, that reminded me of a sick Charlie 
Daniel’s imitation. K ansas’ turning point 
cam e with the release of “ Leftoverture” 
which included their hit single “Wayward 
Son.” The songs musically prove to be even 
better on “Point of Know Return.” The 
tunes have been cut shorter than on Kansas’ 
previous albums. Kansas is obviously a very 
improved band, with 
“ Point of Know 
R eturn” their best effort yet.

“Live and Raisin’ Hell” 
Elvin Bishop’s latest release is a live 
album entitled “Live and Raisin’ Hell.” The 
album is very well instrum ented although 
the LP tends to follow a long line of live 
album s now on the m arket. These albums 
seem to be taken from the excellent success 
of British-rocker Peter Fram pton with his 14 
million-selling live LP “ Fram pton Comes 
Alive.” Since the release of this album, 
many musicians have come out with live 
versions. Bishop does not fit into this 
category because his and his band’s musical 
abilities make up for this. “ Raisin’ He’1.” is 
one of the better live album s to be found on 
the racks. The album includes many of 
Bishop's more popular songs such as 
“ Fooled Around and Fell in Love.” Elvin 
also includes a few of his other favorite 
tunes. Throughout the four-sided album 
there 
are many excellently-timed and 
perform ed guitar solos, but all four sides of 
the lp leave very much to be desired. For­ 
tunately for Bishop he has one of the more 
talented bands in the U.S. to back him up. 
Elvin Bishop is probably one of the most 
prominent bands in the south after the 
traffic accidents of the Allman Brothers and 
Lynyrd Skynyrd (although Skynyrd will be 
regrouping their band).

Elvis’ Image Intact

Elvis Presley was so en­ 
trenched in popular music 
that he could have kept 
singing into old age. 
Once an image is created 
tim e 
cannot 
e ra se 
it 
although the y ears m ay 
change it. During his later 
years, 
Al Jolson’s 
range 
diminished, but he was a 
real pro who could still put a 
song over. Bing Crosby also 
managed to stay in tune in 
his seventies although the 
voice of the crooner had long 
been 
gone. 
Only 
George 
Burns defies vocal gravity. 
Presley was slowing down. 
His extra poundage m ade it 
difficult for him to gyrate in 
the manner of the Elvis of 
the 1950s. Yet he retained a 
vitality that endeared him to 
his millions of loyal fans. 
It is interesting to com­ 
pare the Presley of 1977 with 
the Elvis of 1954 and 1955. 
Listen to “Elvis in Con­ 
c ert” (RCA APL2-2587), a 
two-LI5 album m ade up of 
the soundtrack recording 


from the CBS-TV special and 
some songs recorded 
by 
Presley during his tour last 
June, and “ Elvis — The Sun 
S essions” 
(RCA 
APM1- 
1675), an anthology of 16 
num bers 
recorded 
by 
Presley as his career was 
beginning. 
The tv 
soundtrack and 
the June tour songs reveal a 
mellowing of Elvis’ tones 
and 
p erhaps 
a 
slight 
reduction in range. The 
numbers Elvis recorded for 
the Sun label showed a raw 
talent 
that 
needed 
promoting. 
Elvis fans have their own 
favorite songs — “ H eart­ 
break H otel,” or “ Blue 
Suede Shoes,” or “ Hound 
Dog,” or “ Love Me Tender,” 
So there may be difference 
in preference for the Sun 
songs, but it is almost cer­ 
tain that “ Baby, Let’s Play 
House” was the kind of tune 
that m ade Elvis the king of 
rock and roll. 
Merle Haggard’s goodbye 
to Presley is “ My best to 
you, Elvis, on your journey 


to the Promised Land.” 
That 
is 
H aggard’s 
postscript to an album titled, 
“ My 
Farewell 
to 
Elvis” 
(MCA Records MCA-2314). 
He has put 
together a 
selection of songs associated 
with 
Presley, 
such 
as 
“Jailhouse 
Rock,” 
“ Love 
Me Tender,” “ Heartbreak 
Hotel,” “That’s All Right,” 
“ Don’t Be Cruel,” 
“ Blue 
Suede Shoes,” and “ In the 
Ghetto.” 
There probably will be 
many musical tributes to 
Presley, but few will be able 
to 
m atch 
the 
H aggard 
album. Presley and Haggard 
admired each other so there 
is nothing artificial in this 
musical dedication.

Pet Project Helps 


Criminally Insane Adopt Animals

LIMA, Ohio (UPI) - One 
day 
a 
wounded 
sparrow 
stumbled into the turn-of-the 
century fortress of Lim a 
State 
H ospital 
for 
the 
C rim inally 
Insane, 
and 
founded a new therapy pro­ 
gram. 
P atien ts 
in 
one 
w ard 
adopted the sick bird. They 
sneaked it into a closet when 
attendants decreed it had to 
go. Social worker Dave Lee 
joined the conspiracy. 
Lee noticed that men who 
had 
been 
bored 
and 
despondent were now busy 
catching insects and tending 
to the sparrow. The patients 
worked together, and began 
talking to him, a fellow- 
conspirator, openly. 
That w as the start of the 
pet program 
three years 
ago. 
Today, 130 canaries, cock­ 
a te e l, m acaw s, ham sters, 
gerbils, fish and rabbits are 
teaching the hospital’s 400 
patien ts 
about 
resp on ­ 
sibility, 
affection and in­ 
teraction. 
“ It’s w orked out 
ju st 
great,” said Lee. He sees the 
hospital 
a s 
an 
especially 


important model. He said it 
is among the few institutions 
of any kind to use pets this 
way. 
“ We have all the rapists 
from what used to be death 
row here, the baddest actors 
in the state. See, if it works 
here, if s got to work other 
places.” 
Few problems have oc­ 
curred. 
“ Not one anim al has ever 
been hurt,” Lee said. “ At 
first we were more worried 
about the anim als than the 
patients because it would 
only take one episode of 
abuse, and we’d be out.” 
He said larger anim als, 
cats and dogs, have been 
ruled out because of the 
number of sex offenders at 
L im a 
and 
the 
risk 
of 
bestiality. 
One open or privileged 
ward is also kept pet-free for 
allergic patients. 
Some inm ates are psy­ 
chopaths. 
M any have a 
history of anim al abuse. But 
they have become intensely 
protective of the pets. 
“ We had a guy blow up a 
w hile b a ck ,” 
L ee 
said , 
“ really blow up. He over­ 


pow ered two atten d an ts, 
ripped a phone out of the 
wall. He turned over a pool 
table. The other patients all 
gathered around the ward 
aquarium and the ward bird 
cage. When they fin ally 
stopped the guy, only two 
things were left in the ward. 
The aquarium and the bird 
cage.” 
One pet has been killed, 
Lee 
said . 
A 
patien t 
scheduled to return to prison 
after treatment was told he 
could not take his parakeet. 
He packed it, and the bird 
suffocated. 
Usually, pets are turned 
over to a buddy or a relative 
when patien ts leav e the 
hospital, “ If a guy loses it 
and has to go to a strong 
ward, a buddy will watch his 
pet ‘til he comes back,” L«e 
said. 
He said Columbus State 
and Tiffin State Hospitals 
have begun easing their no 
pet rules because of the 
protest of Lim a transfers. 
Lee said only once has he 
had to take away a bird from 
an inm ate who did not clean 
its cage enough. He said a lot 
of jealously about the pets 


has 
developed 
am ong 
Lim a’s 25 women inm ates, 
all m urderers. 
To qualify for a pet, each 
patient m ust prove him self 
or herself through work in 
the prison greenhouse or 
ward gardens or with ward- 
owned an im als. In m ates 
start out with one state- 
provided pet, but m ay buy 
others later. 
Tom 
H ollow ay 
builds 
cages and sells them to a 
local pet store for canaries. 
One delicate lemon creature 
is sitting on a egg in his 
room. The patient across the 
hall is 
tryin g to breed 
co ck ateel, the most popular 
bird in the program . He lost 
two babies a week ago and 
still feels bad. Jerry Vaugh 
has read every book written 
by the Birdm an of Alcatraz. 
He is L im a’s unofficial vet. 
Patients have been so suc­ 
cessful breeding their pets, 
they’ve set 
up a 
barter 
system with Lim a’s two pet 
stores. 
“ We sold every rabbit sold 
in Lim a this E aster,” Lee 
said, “ The stores can get 
gerbils and ham sters from 
us cheaper.” 
Non-Smokers Teach Students 


Fifth and sixth graders 
throughout 
the 
Denton 
public school system 
are 
getting the point 
about 
smoking through a special 
presen tation designed by 
two u n iversity p ro fesso rs 
and carried out by five high 
school students. 
Dr. John A. Williamson 
and Dr. Lloyd P. Campbell 
are faculty m em bers in the 
North 
T e x a s 
S tate 
U n iversity 
C ollege 
of 
Education. 
Tom Corbitt, Janell Jones, 
Eileen Curry, Joanne Wilson 
and Ham Tribble are Denton 
High School science students 
who work in a special in­ 
dependent studies program 
under 
DH S 
ch em istry 
teacher Jim Dieb. 
These eight people have in 
com m on th eir antipathy 
tow ard 
sm okin g 
and 
agreem en t 
th at 
an ti­ 
smoking program s are being 
presented too late — usually 
in junior high school — to 
take effect. 
D rs. 
C am pbell 
and 
Williamson, both parents of 
elem en tary 
school 
ag e 
children, becam e alarm ed 
over statistics that, while 
adult 
sm o k ers 
a re 
d e c r e a s i n g , 
t e e n a g e 
sm okers—especially girls— 
are increasing. 
Both agreed that “ scare 
ta c tic s” 
don ’t 
work 
in 
stopping young people from 
sm okin g, and that peer 
pressure might be the most 
effective way to present anti­ 
smoking information since 
children might be influenced 
more by other children than 
by adult authority figures. 
With assistan ce from the 
American Cancer Society, 
A m e r i c a n 
H e a l t h 
Association and American 
Lung Association, plus an 
NTSU 
facu lty 
research 
grant, Drs. Williamson and 
Campbell 
researched 
and 
set up what they felt would 
be an effective anti-smoking 
program to be presented to 
fifth and sixth graders, the 
age 
they 
believe 
m ost 
susceptible to, and ready to 
a ssim ila te , 
such 
in­ 
formation. 
Basic to the program was 
the idea that the presen­ 
tation should be made by 
“ peers,” 
not 
adults, 
and 
that’s where the five high 
school students come in. 
Divided into two team s, 
the high school students go 
into elementary schools with 
“ Smoking Sam .” 
Poor old Sam , complete

sm oker. He huffs and puffs, 
a true smoking dummy, and 
the children can see the 
difference between 
Sam ’s 
clean lung and the one the 
sm oke goes into. 
“ We are confident that the 
kids who see this will never 
forget it,” said Dr. Camp­ 
bell. “ They m ay not retain 
everything—that’s not the 
point—but 
they 
will 
rem em ber those healthy 
lungs.” 
The two NTSU professors 
plan a follow-up program in 
three years, 
to 
test 
the 
results of the presentation. 
Students who have not seen 
the presentation will be used 
a s a control group to test the 
retention of those who saw 
the program , and to test its 
effectiveness. 
While the kids, like young 
Sch u eler, love “ Sm oking 
Sam ,” they usually get upset 
about the mice experim ents 
and write letters begging the 
high school team s to stop 
killing the mice. 
Sue letters bother Tom, 
who adm its he has killed 
about 15 mice testing the 
re su lts of p lacin g 
pure 
nicotine on the rodents. He 
shows the children different 
m ice,

nicotine placed on their skin 
at different tim es, with the 
results—a 
bare 
patch, 
a 
sore, a cancer. 
Tom rem em bers his most 
dreadful moment a s the time 
a mouse died right in front of 
a fifth-grade class.

“ scarin g” the children, but 
Tom explained, “ Every time 
we bring up the mouse, we 
exp lain and a ssu re 
the 
children that the m ouse’s 
nicotine d o sage 
is 
con ­ 
centrated.” 
Jan elle and Eileen, using 
friends as “ actors,” created 
a slide program 
showing 
a d u lts’ ju stificatio n s for 
smoking. 
“ I t ’s 
supposed 
to 
be 
serious,” said Eileen, “ but 
the kids laugh when they 
hear the old fam iliar ex­ 
cu ses.” 
The five teenagers also 
m ade what Dr. Williamson 
describes as “ eye-catching, 
top notch” posters which are 
included in the 45-minute 
p r e s e n t a t i o n . 
B e s id e s 
“ Smoking Sam ,” the m ice 
and the 
slide 
show, 
the 
presentation includes a nine- 
minute film and skits by the 
team s. 
Two questions frequently 
asked by the children during 
the presentation are “ Am I 
going to get these diseases if 
I’m around sm okers?” and 
“ How can I get my parents 
to stop sm oking?” 
The team s give a factual, 
reassuring answer to the 
first question, and they 
treasure letters they have 
gotten from children who 
sa y 
th eir p aren ts 
h ave 
stopped smoking. 
The Denton Independent 
School District also has had 
som e ad v e rse 
resp o n se, 
according to the teenagers, 
from parents who resented 
the 
program 
being 


presented. Parents sign a 
form 
p erm ittin g 
th eir 
children 
to 
attend 
the 
program , however. 
Does the program work? 
The teenagers think so. 
“ They look up to people 
our age,” said Tom. 
“ They relate better to us 
than 
to 
someone 
older,” 
added Janelle. 
“ And we can tell them the 
differen ce here in high 
school between people who 
smoke and those who don’t,” 
said Pam . 


Tom 
d iffe rs from the 
professors and the other four 
teenagers in that he believes 
the

school. The DISD, like many

throughout all grade levels. 
“ I think junior high is just 
too late,” said Eileen. “ By 
the end of the seventh grade, 
they are set.

That percentage, plus the 
percentages of those who
